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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6 and 10, drawn to recombinant protein comprising a fusion between 
Annexin V and a kunitz protease inhibitor and method of treatment using the protein. 

Group II, claim(s) 7-9, 11-17, and 18-23, drawn to DNA encoding a fusion protein 
between Annexin V and a Kunitz protease inhibitor, a vector, host cell, method of 
making a host cell. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .475(d), the ISA/US considers that where multiple products and 
processes are claimed, the main invention shall consist of the first invention of the 
category first mentioned in the claims and the first recited invention of the other 
categories related thereto. Accordingly, the main invention (Group I) comprises a fusion 
protein between Annexin V and a Kunitz protease inhibitor and method of treatment 
using the protein. Further, pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .475(d), the ISA/US considers that any 
feature which the subsequently recited products and methods share with the main 
invention does not constitute a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 
13.2 and that each of such products and methods accordingly defines a separate 
invention. 

Proteins and DNA are structurally and functionally distinct chemical entities and each is 
used for different purposes. For example, the protein, and not the DNA, has 
anticoagulant activity, whereas the DNA, can be used in hybridization assays for 
diagnostic purposes. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
